Janche, who are somewhat noted for 

frank expression of opinions bot always 
complimentary.

BRownvow thinks it highly improper 
to talk on forbidden subjects in railroad 
ears and elsewhere.

General As will probably regard it 
as ap ‘act of treason ”’ for one to adhere 
to his old opinions, because he has seen 
and heard nothing to cause him to think 
them unsound. Others will be likely to 
avree with him, and it may be, as dan- 
geroua to speak the truth as it was in 
tome under Nero. As Congress will 
hold every one harmiess for any ovut- 
rages perpetrated on rebels, by acts of 
amnesty and indemnity, it is posstble 
that the Pachas may be tempted to ex- 
ceed and abuse their powers. We do 
not say that that admirable body of pa- 
triots »wcant to produce that result. “Per- 
haps they thouglt that to assure immu- 
nity is to discourage the abuse of power. 
At all events, there is precedent for its 
action, in the sale of dispensations for 
future. crimes, by TreTzeL. For other 
things, the revisters of the Inquisition 
will furnish useful and valuable prece- 
dents. 

Having no right to the writ of habeas 
corpus, the people called ‘Rebels,’ in 
the Provinces, will be outlaws and un- 
der military surveillance, as suspects. 
Under a despotism, to be suspected is 
to be criminal. They are to be dis- 
armed, aud the negroes organized as 
a sort of civic guard, an excellent in- 
strument for taming unruly freemen. 
A general confiseation is to distribute 
our plantations aud farms among the 
loyal whites and negroes. It may also, 
perhaps, complete the distribution of 
our books and furniture,, and family 
portraits aud heir-looms, and memorials 
of the dead. These were not ali con- 
veyed northward during the war. 

Those who stand indicted for treason 
will be tried,*lby negro juries or those 
learned tribunals, - Military Com- 
missions. The laws in these and 
ether cases, will no doubt be lumi- 
nously interpreted by the ‘Court,’ and 
wisely applied by it or the jury of in- 
telligent freedmen. If these should by 
instinectgineline to decide justly, learned 
counsel” representing the Government 
will find it easy to mislead them. Ex- 
amples may thus be made, and the 
great principles of liberty be vindicated. 

l'nder the provisions of the. SHERMAN 
bill, by which nine-tenths of the white 
population of the South are fotal/y de- 
prived of the rights guaranteed by the 
(Constitution and Magna Charta, a 
Judge may be punished for deciding a 
Constitutional question according to his 
well considered opinion and best judg- 
ment. The Civil Rights bill makes this 
a punishable offence, and the Brigadiers 
must enforce that “Jaw.” Infamous 
and incredible as it seems, the laws of the 
United States do make the conseientious 
and rightful exercise’ of the judicial 
power a crime; AND THIS LAW 18 ER- 
rorcED—has lafe/y been enforced in Vir- 
ginia. 

Cruel and unusual punishments, the 
SueEkKMAN bill provides, shall not be in- 
flicted by. the Brigadier or his military 
commissions or tribunals. This clause in 
our Constitutions was never held to for 
bid whipping; and therefore, under that 
bill, the late Vice-President of the Con- 
federacy, or LEE, JOHNSTON or BEAURE- 
GARD may be scourged, by order of the 
Brigadier, or of a negro Lieutenant, for 
words defined as seditious. There is no 
appeal allowed, and the privilege of the 
writ of Habeas Corpus is suspended. Of 
course there would be no remedy. The 
majority of the Northern people would 
applaud the deed ; and if indemnity was 
necessary, Congress would grant it by a 
special act. It is not likely that the 
scourge will be resorted to; but if not, it 
will not be refrained from for want of 
power, or fear of the disapproval of 
Congress. 

All the improvements in the science 
of government, resorted to the 
Provinces, will aiso be introduced into 
Tennessee, under the Leneficent rule of 
the anviable and polished gentleman who 
fills the Gubernatorial office at Nash- 
ville, and issues his Proclamations, upon 
the model of the Bulls thundered by 
the Roman Poalilf from the Vatican. 

Of course the white loyalists expect to 
hold all the offices and manage the rev- 
enues of the States and Provinces under 
military rule, and when that rule shal! 
have expired. It is not in their calcula. 
tions that the negroes will prefer to vote 
furone another. They are expected to 
be content with the right to vote, with- 
out demanding their «bare of the offices 
and pillage. In Tennessee the loyalist- 
malignant- have enacted that the negro 
may vole, but shall not hold office. 

It ie wot likely that the negroes in the 
Provinees, having the right to vote for 
delegates to the Conventions that are to 
frame Constitutions, and to sit in the 
CVonvention, if Wey Cau command voter , 


enough, will cor 
to hold office. 
not long be so. Those who have the 

right to elect men to office, can soon 

open for themselves a way to any office 

in the people’s gift. 

The negro is at any rate eligible to 

either House of Congress, in Tennessee. | 
In the Provinces he will be eligible to | 
any office. In all the Provinces, all the 
negroes will be entitled to vote at «al/ 
elections; and the same principle of 
universal suffrage will form a part of 
every Constitution, and the right to vote 
will be secured to every negro male 
adult. 

The United States will sicken of negro 
suffraze, when Senators and Representa- 
tives of that color, not mulattoes, nor 
the negio that in the city has learned to 
ape the white man, but the genuine Un- 
adulterated article from the plantation 
and the deck of the steamboat, odorifer- 
ous and oleaginous, begin to take their 
seats in Congress. If we could place 
twenty negro Senators and fifty negro 
Representatives there to-morrow, the 
Radical party would not live another 
day. 

If we could elect negro legislators, 
judges and sheriffs, and Congressmen of 
the same race, the Northern States 
would probably be slightly nauseated. 
It is perhaps the only means by which 
their accursed race of folly can be ter- 
minated. No doubt, if there were con- 
cert of action and organization, with 
secresy and activity, many negroes 
could be elected in Tennessee. Send a 
dozen to the Legisiature, or if they are 
not eligible to that, send two or three to 
Congress, and the back-bone of Malig- 
vancy there would be broken. 

Of course such ap organization is per- 
fectiy lawful. The negro has a right to 
hold oftice if he can get elected. Neither 
would any malignant have avy right to 
complain, if defeated by 4 colored 
brother. There is no good reason why 
we should not prefer the negro. They 
desire to use the blacks to keep them- 
selves in power, and enable them to live 
like vermin on the body of the public. 
They would be our masters, by means of 
the negro vote. We have an undoubted 
right, and it would be eminently just 
and eminentiy appropriate for us, by 
means of the negro vote and any otber 
we could control, to make the negro 
master and ruler of the loyalist; that 
there should be negro legislators to make 
laws for them, and negro judges to ex- 
pound the laws, and negro juries to try 
these blatant advocates of the Civil 
Rights bill and impartial suffrage. 


It would bea gain to the country to 
substitute decent negroes for same 
drunken senators and debauched repre- 
sentatives in Congress. Forty or fifty, 
at least, could be se put to profitable use. 
With alittle assistance, a General As- 
sembly of “‘ God’s images cut in ebony,”’ 
would legislate to the full as wisely, and, 
in all probability, much more generous!y 
than the body that now infests Nashville. 
It seems to bave become common law 
that neither wisdom or justive is desira- 
ble in the laws; the courts are ceasing to 
stand on the old ways; and itis quite 
clear on the whole, that the business of 
governing canuot well Le worse managed 
than itis at present. We have negroes 
in Tennessee who would make as good 
Emperors as Favstin the First, whose 
notions on the subject of Constitutional 
Government very much reselnbled those 
acted on in Tennessee and at Washing- 
ton. 

There are good Southern votes enough, 
of white men not disfranchised, in part 
of Tennessee and in parts of some of the 
Provinces, and every where in others, to 
elect hundreds of negroes to office, if 
they should unite with the negro vote. 
The Mialignants say that the negroes wil! 
not vote for “ rebels,’’ but for those whom 
they know to be their friends, Mes- 
sieurs, the negro has,in general, very 
little sense of gratitude, little stability, 
much fickleness and an immense dea! 
of perverseness. You will not be able to 
centro! his yote. He begins to know 
you, and therefore does not like or respect 
you. It is safe to predict that a very lit- 
tle time will elapse, after he begins to 
vote, before you will be sick enough of 
negro 

If, falling wholly or largely into the 
hands of negroes, the Routhern Govern- 
ments, whether of Provinces or Siates. 
should become grotesque farces, so much 
the better. If you avert from men the 
eonsequences of their follies, it only en- 


If you would remedy such evils, never 
stand beiween men and the consequen- 
ces of theiracts. Let them always rea} 
as they sow. As long as the North does 
not fee/ the evils of negro suffrage, it wil! 
insist upon it. Compel Northwestern 
men to sit by the side of negroes in Con- 
gress, and they will discover that th: 
goverument of the United States war 
made by white mea and for white men, 
and that the megroes, though free and 
protected by the Constitution, are enti- 
tled to no politica! rights. 7 

Such is the counsel of thé logic o 
’xpediency. Somewhat of passion min- 
gies with italso. We confess to a desire 
for vengeance and punishment, to bt in 
flicted on the audacious criminals wh: 
are bent on arming tue negro with the 
ballot and the bayonet, and stripping the 
white men of the South of both. We 
know that it is erpedien/ to fill the offices 
of State and Nation with negroes, unti 
negro suffrage stinks in the nostrils of » 
nauseated North. Never bad men. 
wronged and outraged, such an opportu 
nity, such right and such temptation to 
put the poisoned chalice to the lips of 
villainy, and compel it to drink the hell- 
broth to the dregs. , 

Shall we follow the counsels of expe 
diency and, like blind SAMSON, pul! 
down the idolatrous temple on our own 
heade and those of the worshippers o: 
false Gods alike? Let us pause and re. 
flect! 


THE RIVER CARRYING TRADE. 

Our neighbour the Avalanche has two 
or three times called the attention o' 
our merchants to the subject of the car. 
rying of freights on the Mississippi, and 
the importance to Memphis of a cheape: 
system. Common sense certainly teaches 
that the old system of using passenge) 
boats built at enbrmous expense, for the 
carrying of merchandize, and especial] 
of articles whose bulk is out of all pro 
portion to their value, and the con 
sumption whereof in the South and 
Southwest is mevertheless enormous, i: 
radically erroneous, based on wrong 
principles, and compelling the freight 
to contribute to the reimbarsement o! 
original outlays and current expense: 
with which it need not be and ought not 
to be charged. We had often been struck 
with the very great difference betwee 
the rates of freight on provisions, furni- 
ture, books and other heavy or bulky 
articles, from New York, Boston, Balti- 
more and Washington, by sea-going sai! 
craft to New Orleans, apd those from St 
Louis, Cincinnati and Louisville, by 
steamboat tothe same port. The Ava 
lanche stated that “ the lowest figures o 
freight from that port to St. Louis i; 
eight dollars per ton, or an approxima 
tion thereto,—distance 400 miJes; whil 
from New Orleans to Liverpiea, nearly 
4000 miles, it is only some eighteen dc|}- 
lars.’’ Wedonot know the price pe: 
ton, from Baltimore to New Orleans 
per sail-vessel; but only that it is sur 
prisingly low. 
Not only the cost, but the expenses, o1 
passenger steamers are enormous, ani 
one sinks, burps or explodes every week: 
and yet they are constantly being built, 
and the owners realize large dividends. 
their profits coming chiefly from freight. 
It is quite plain that a much cheape: 
mode of carrying can be resorted to, and 
that the obstinate adherence to the old 
system is to be attributed only to that 


feature of human nature which disin- 


clines one to change established vastoms, 
especially when they are unwise or un- 
reasopable. 

We kuew, some time since, that plan- 
ters who had obtained advances here, 
were sending their cotton to New Or. 
‘eans and making their purchases there, 
vecause they could buy everything they 
needed, there, much cheaper than ip 
Memphis. Kents are enormously high 
here, and taxes exhausting, and if to this 
freights three times as high as they 
ought to be are added, it is very evident 
that our merchants Cannot compete with 
those of olher cities, especially when

staggers. Her geographical position | 
ought to give her the control of all the | 
trade of the Southern and South-West- | 
Here five lines of steamers | 
have their terminus, and three lines of | 
railroad their point of departure; and | 
Arkansas, already penetrated by way of | 
the. Arkansas, White and &t. Francis 
rivers, is about to be opened to us by | 
railroad to Little Rock, and thence to 
Fort Smith, thus making this city one of | 
the Mississippi termini of the Pacific rail- | 
way, upon the nearest line between the | 
Indies and New York. With St. Louis, | 
Louisville and Cincinnati we are in com- | 
munication by railroad and river; @nd | 
a!! around us lies an immense and fertile 
country, hereafter to teem with popula- 
tion, in the centre of which Memphis 
sits like a queen, and all ought to pour | 
its wealth into ber lap. 

Yet, with all these aivantages, she is 
‘osing more than one full half of the 
trade that legitimately belongs to her, 
on account of high rates of freight. The 
Avalanche states the Memphis and Se. 
Louis freights at one hundred thousand 
tons annually. Memphis pays nearly as | 
high arate from St. Louis -here, as is 
paid from St. Louis to New Orleans, 
three times the distance. From three to 
five boats per week carry from 1,500 to 
2.000 tons from St. Louis, Louisville and 
Cincinnati to Vicksburg, aud up the Ar- 
kansas and White rivers.

The tow-boats coming down from 
Saint Louis have orders to put off no 
freight above Vicksburg. Zhere are in- 
teresta that would otherwise be interfered 
with; and to serve these, Memphis mer- 
chants doze and suffer. Vicksburg is to- 
day getting her freight from Saint Louis 
and Cairo as low as Memphis is, and 
perhaps lower. Arkansas pays the exor- 
bitant.freights necessary to make steam- 
boating all the way from the Northern 
cities to Little Rock and up White river 
profitable, when the boats for her rivers 
ought to receive all their freight at 
Memphis. 

St. Louis and Cairo have started their 
barge-lines, to enable them to retain the 
trade they have so long monopolized, 
and which they will continue to take 
away from’ Memphis, #0 as we de- 
pend on our presest means of transpor- 
tation, and pay six dollars a ton to have 
freight brought here by passenger boats, 
when it could be brought hy barges at 
three, and the freight line divide fair 
profits. 

Iu a healthy condition of affairs, the 
reguiar and fair profits of trade ,are 
represented by a moderate per centage 
on the capital invested. “Exorbitant 
profits are a sign of disease or pillage, If 
the fair profits are six per cent., aud by
